Marguerite,  a  pretty  village  on  Lac 
Masson,  where  Irotti  the  crest  of  a  near.by  mountain  a  glorious  landscape  is  obtained.  jWuhin  view  ara  no 
fewer  than  eighteen  takes— all  capital  fishing  waters— and  north  and  east  is  Lac  C^arl^bois,  famou*  for  its 
trafut.  By  a  series  of  danis  a  waterway  has  been  constructed  from  Lac  Masson  to  Lac  dies  Islets,  the  banks 
of  which  afford  good  canqping  grounds. 

;:.  jN^ar  wh«re  the' LAurantkns  reach  their  greatest  altitude  is  the  .pleasant  viHago  of  Ste.  Anthe  des 
Monts,  which  is  si^ty-four  miles  from  Montreal,  and  is  delightfully  situated  on  one  of  the  most  winsome 
lak«B— des  SablMp-end  within  a  nuJius  of  seven  of  eight  miles  are  no  fewer  than  thirty^hireci  lakes,  in  n^rly 
all  of  whkrh  thm  is  gdod  trout  fishing.  Thera  is  a  steani  launch  on  the  lake,  and'small  boats  aw  eisUy  be 
en^ged,  the  Uuger  hotels  usually  supplying  them  free  to  guests.  ..The  roads  in  the  vicinity  ara  good,  enabling 
visitors  to  drive  thrqugb  the  countnr  and  reach  nameless  lakelets  in  which  few  lines  have  ever  been  cast. 
Good  hotel  accommqdatkm  is  provided,  thera  being  five  hotels  and  several  boardihg  houses  in  the  village. 
The  principal  hotel-H^astle  des  Mont|k--l«  erected  on  an  island  connected  with  the  mainland  by  a  bridge. 
The  rates  at  the  kotels  ara  from  fi.oo  to  $a.oo  per  day,  with  material  reductions  for  prolonged  visits,  and

Fi-om  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to  twenty  mites 
thsy  are  to  be  found,  some  easy  and  some  moriB  cKflUcult  of  access,  but  in  non^ofthem  wHl  the  tounst  be 
'disappointed.  Here,  as  at  the  other  places  mentioned,  reliable^guides  are  procurable ,  vehictes  and 
boMs  are  for  hire,  and  the  tourist  can  be  assured  of  a  maximum  of  pteasiire  at  a  minimum  of  expense.
